Council axes 
76-7 Gateway |

The Gateway will not be 
published next year and ‘in- 
stead, the Students’ Union will 
publish its own newsletter to 
keep students informed of stu- 
dent activities and affairs on 
campus. 

The decision to discontinue 
publication of . the student 
newspaper, The Gateway, now 
in its 66th year of publication, 
was arrived at following a six- 
and-a-half hour meeting of the 
Discipline, Interpretation and 
Enforcement (DIE) Board last 
Thursday afternoon, ratified by 
Students’ Council last night. 


Larry Schaffer, DIE Board 
Chairman, said that his board 
arrived at the decision to halt 


Gateway publication § after 
witnessing “the completely 
tasteless and obnoxious” 


photograph of three pairs of 
male buttocks, given banner 
placement on the front page of 
the April 1st issue of Gateway. 


“The decision was certainly 
not an easy one to make,” 
Schaffer said, “but after a very 
great deal of deliberation, it was 
decided that if Gateway staffers 
wanted to make assholes out of 
themselves, they would no 
longer be permitted to do so in 
public.” 

Schaffer said DIE Board 
based their ruling upon 
Students’ _ Union By-Law 
#3500, Part | which states that 

“e Gateway must publish un- 
der “the ordinary principles of 
good conduct, and in the best 
interest of the student body asa 
whole. 

DIE Board member Tony 
Melnechuk said that “although 
vague in wording,” the By-Law 
ruling was still specific enough 
to have been violated in this

Ag Queen Chalmers found dead 


With deepest regrets, the 
Faculty of Agriculture an- 
nounces that Miss Alice 
Chalmers, first year Agriculture 
student and Bar None princess, 
passed away on Tuesday, April 
6 at her father’s farm near 
Grenfell, Saskatchewan. 

It was at first thought that 
Miss Chalmers may have been 
the victim of a gang of roving 
potash workers, who have been 
terrorizing the province in re- 
cent weeks. These criminals 
have been implicated in the 
rape and murder of an entire 
herd of cattle. The only suspect 
the police have in custody. 
when questioned as to the 


motives, replied “Well, it was 
pretty cold out, so | thought I'd 
slip into a Jersey.” 

Other suspects in the 
murder of Miss Chalmers in- 
clude fifteen hatchet murders

When asked whether their 
plan met with much success, he 
replied “the young people here 
are easily swayed andmouldedlto 
fit any form desired by their 
instructors. For the most part 
they are unaware of major 
political trends and are general- 
ly more concerned with social 
taboos and such trivia: Many of 
them, especially students of 
business and of law, devote 
their efforts to campaigning 
against such unimportant 
things as better beer prices, 
improved parking facilities on 
campus, and so called por- 
nography.”

George Ford. Dean of the 
Faculty of Engineering, 
appeared today before a board 
of his department heads and 
announced that a state of war 
2xists between his faculty and 
the Students’ Council. 

In making the statement. 
Dean Ford made it clear that he 
would stop at nothing to ensure 
that the Students’ Union 
Theatre will be made available — 
for Eng Prof 500 this fall. He 
said “| will be satisfied only 
when SUB is completely under 
our control. If necessary, we will 
enlist the aid of certain sources 
to ensure a total victory for our 
side.” 

It is not clear just who 
Ford's ‘certain sources’ are, but 
Students’ Union agents have 
reproted that officials from 
Rockwell International, Grum- 
man Corporation and United 
Technologies have all paid the 
Dean a visit in the last few days. 
Recent heavy activity in the 
Stress Laboratory south of 
Mech Eng seem to indicate that 
development of powerful 
weapons may be underway. 

The strange structure’ atop 
the Civil Engineering Building 
may play a large role in ensuing 
battles — although Civ E of- 
ficials still refuse to discuss its 
purpose, a technical expert 
from Westinghouse tells that its 
basic design follows closely 
that of a Trident nuclear missile. 

Dean Ford refuses to deny 
dutright that his faculty may be 
preparing to engage in a 
nuclear war, but emphasizes 
that “students and staff must 
realize that the Students’ Union 
must be stopped at any price, 
even if that means the total 
destruction of SUB and sur- 
rounding area.” F 

SU President Len Zoeteman 
issued a statement from his 
office today, emphasizing his 
stand that “a clean, tasteful 
theatre is not the place for a 
pack of engineers.” 

His office also issued a war 
bulletin announcing that in a 
major battle fought this mor- 
ning, Union troops had cap- 
tured the Entomology trailer 
next to the Stress Lab. The 
Department of Entomology had 
abandoned their new offices 
there when a mortar shell land- 
ed in the tarantula breeding 


pens. 
Meanwhile, — engineering 
students armed with high- 


powered calculators and old 
issue “Widowmaker” — slide 
rules, burned the tennis courts 
behind SUB to the ground, and 
began an intense bombardment 
of Stadium Carpark. Damaged 
n the shelling were fifteen 
Datsuns, thirty-seven 
Volkswagen Micro-buses and a 
1965 Chrysler Saratoga with a 
bad case of acne. 

Both sides in the current 
campaign see little hope of 
victory either way. so students 
are cautioned to exercise cau- 
tion when passing through the 
western sector of campus — 
only yesterday a_= sniper 
positioned on top of Windsor 
Car Park picked off a Psy- 
chology professor who forgot to 
close the sunroof on his Volvo, 

As a final note — the 
Registrar's Office has an- 
nounced that it will be moving 
its offices to the service tunnel 
under 87 Avenue. When asked 
why the move was taking place, 
the Registrar's only reply was 
"We'd rather not ‘be dround 
when the bombs start.-to fall.”

things.” he continued. 

Eileen Gillese, SU vp 
(finance and administration) 
said that she couldn't be 
“brothered” by the whole affair, 
and that she felt Gateway had a 
right to continue publication 
only so-long as pictures were 
removed. “At least a person has 
a choice whether ot nor toread 
something offensive,” she said, 
“but with three posteriors star- 
ing you in the face, it’s pretty 
hard not to pay attention.” 

Editor-elect Gillese angrily 
stomped out of the DIE Board 
meeting as it proceeded, 
shouting scatalogical 
aphorisms. When later inter- 
viewed by Edmonton media. 
Gillese said that 
meeting had been a “farce” and 
an “abortion of justice.” “Even if 
we had published something in 
bad taste, it doesn't mean the 
Students’ Union has the right to 
shut us down,” he said.

Kevin Gillese is in good spirits. Doctors feel that all Kevin’s mental 
capacities would have been functioning prior to the now doomed 76-77

Down in the mouth 


A tragic climbing accident 
has rendered Gateway editor 
Kevin Gillese crippled, maimed 
and mouthless. 


Gillese was climbing with ° 


friends on the north face of Mt. 
Edith Cavell above the second 
“ice sheet’ when the accident 
occurred. Friends he was clim- 
bing with say he had just 
completed a “toe jamb” while 
inching his way up a “flared out 
crack.” This difficult manoeuver 
was the thing that undid the 
tragedy for, while “crammed” 
sideways into the mouth of. a 
“chimney” his foot slipped and 
he tumbled down an eighty foot 
“rock face” to land on the “ice 
sheet” below. The comparative 
softness of the snowhe landed 
onis attributed to saving his life, 
but as it is, Mr. Gillese suffered 
multiple lacerations, three 
cracked ribs, a shattered pelvis, 


and shock due to his head being 
driven into his shoulders to just 
above the level of his upper lip. 

Doctors say it is a miracle 
that he ts sti!l alive today, but 
they express hope that, through 
intense physiotherapy, Mr. 
Gillese may again be able to 
communicate. A recent 
breakthrough in musculature 
studies, doctors said, has allow- 
ed such handicapped people to 
communicate through means of 
flatulent expression. ; 

A specialist, Dr. K. Trout, 
has stepped forward with yet 
more good news; he believes he 
can teach Kevin to walk again, 


so that he can be taught to . 


communicate by both farting 
and tap dancing. 

Mr. Gillese was wearing 
Galibier full shaft “rock clim- 
bing’ boots, a padded 
brassiere, and pink rayon pan- 
ties at the time of the accident.

There appear to. be 
religious overtones to the ring 
The six suspects began chan- 
ting “God's degrees” during 
their arraignment at a Federal 
Customs court in Toronto. They 
were bodily removed from the 
courtroom. 

If convicted, the suspects 
could serve as long as eighteen 
hours in an ice bath measured 
at -10 degrees Celcius. After 
being advised of the maximum 
sentence, one of the suspects is 
believed to have shouted “It'll 
still be 14 degrees above in 
Fahrenheit.” 

Massive public sympathy 
for the smugglers is rising in 
Toronto and is suspected to 
sweep the country by 9:00 
tonight, 9:30 in Newfoundland. 
The Toronto group has infor- 
mally named itself “212”, and 
plans are being made to mint "| 
Like Fahrenheit” buttons. Sup- 
port has already been voiced for 
the movement from the United 
States, notably from the Friends 
of Donald Defreeze Society (the 
late S.L.A. leader) and actor 
Peter Boyle. 

The smugglers crossed 
Lake Ontario in motorboats 
bought at a United States 
government surplus sale in 
1953. The boats had been 
confiscated by the United 
States Prohibition Board from 
smugglers running whiskey 
across the lake in the 1920's.

Conservation 
on the rocks 


PITTSBURGH (ZNS-CUP) - 
Researchers at the 
Westinghouse Laboratories in 
Pittsburgh are testing a new 
system for heating and cooling 
buildings by using - believe it or 
not - a giant ice cube in the 
basement. 

The “ice-cube” would come 
in the form of a 20-foot tank 
which holds 8000 gallons of 
water and would be hooked up 
to a heat pump. 

During the winter, 
Westinghouse says, the heat 
pump would extract heat from 
the 8000 gallons, slowly tur- 
ning the water to ice, while 
using the siphoned off energy to 
heat the house. , 

In the summer, the pump 
would run backwards, drawing 
heat out of the house into the 
water tank and gradually 
melting the giant ice cube to 
cool the.house. 

Westinghouse says that the 
“ice-cube” system would use 
50 percent less energy than the 
conventional methods of 
heating and air conditioning 
homes today. 


Consumption 
on the rise 


SAN FRANCISCO (ZNS- 
CUP) - A California nuclear 
physicist and weather expert 
reports that if energy consump- 


-tion continues to increase at its 


present rate, the entire world 
may be flooded within the next 
century. 

Doctor Howard Wilcox, ina 
recently published book called 
Hothouse Earth reports that 
humans are increasing ther 
energy use at an incredible rate 
of four to six percent per year. 
As a result, Wilcox says, people 
are throwing more and more 
waste heat into the earth’s at- 
mosphere. 

The doctor warns that if 
countries continue their pre- 
sent rate of industrial growth, 
the added heat may cause a 
worldwide temperature rise of 
between one and three percent 
within the next 80 years. 

This added heat, Wilcox 


says, will make the earth like a 
hothouse, causing the polar ice 
caps to melt and to flood most 
of the population centres of the 
world:

Gillese added that in the 
case that one of the varsity 
clubs was to make a national 
final, money would be available 
for a reporter to travel with the 
team.
